T he P resident ruled th a t all th e bills already in- 
tio d u ced should be read before any m ore could be 
introduced w ith o u t a susj)ension of th e rules. 
THREE READINGS AGAIN. 
Mr. Da v is—I w ish to ask leave to intro d u ce a bill 
o u t of order, and for th a t purpose i m ove to tem ­ 
porarily suspend Rule 37. 
It is w ith reference to 
th is q uestion, w hich, i presum e, ag itates th e m ind 
of every m em ber in th is house. 
As th e tw o houses 
are con d u ctin g th e ir business w ith reference to th e 
reading of bills, it is u n certain w h eth er any of o u r 
legislation tak es any effect. 
T he S enate, in th e d e­ 
cision w hich it has given, is e ith e r rig h t o r wrong. 
If we are rig h t, th e A ssem bly is w rong, and none of 
th e hills w hich pass both houses of th e L egislature 
will becom e laws. 
It seem s to m e th a t every m em ­ 
b er of th e Senate w ould be d crcl-ct to his d u ty if we 
do not do all we can to have th is quesMon nettled 
one w ay o r th e o th er. 
E ith er th e Senate should 
tu ke th e position th a t th e Assem bly h»s taken, or 
th e y should tak e th e position we have taken. A bill 
cam e in from th e Assem bly to be passed, and so Lake 
th e m a tte r before th e S uprem e C ourt. T he A ttorney- 
G eneral inform s m e th a t it will be im possible for him 
to b rin g th a t m a tte r before th e S uprem e C o u rt in 
th e wav in w hich it is prest nted . 
In consultation 
w ith som e of th e Senators upon th is question it has 
been held best to intro d u ce th e bill w hich I have 
here, and let it be passed as soon as possible. Mem­ 
bers of th e A ssem bly have considered th e m a tte r 
also, and th ey agree th a t it shall be passed th ere, 
and th a t th e ir record shall show th e in in n er iu 
w hich th ey are dealing w ith th is bill. 
I hope th e 
Senate w ill co n sen t th a t R ule 37 be suspended te m ­ 
p orarily and th a t we will be allow ed to Introduce 
th is bill. 
Mr. J ohnson—I object. 
M r.Gorman— Wh at till is ab o u t to be introduced? 
Mr. D avis—Th e bill is sim ply a direction to the 
C ontroller and T reasu rer to tra n sfer a certain sum 
of m oney from one fund to an o th er. 
It is an a u ­ 
thorization to b oth of those officers. 
L et th e bill 
becom e a law, and th en let one of those officers re ­ 
fuse to regard it as a legal e n a ctm e u t; let th e o th er 
hold it to be void, and th en le t one of th em m an ­ 
dam us th e o th er, and we can bring th e m a tte r im ­ 
m ediately before th e S uprem e C ourt. 
M r. S e a r s — In addition to w h at S en ato r Davis has 
said, I will state th a t we have had a general con­ 
su ltatio n upon th is m atter, and we have deem ed 
th is th e b est and speediest plan to arriv e at a d e­ 
cision of th is question. 
Now, if this bill is in tro ­ 
duced here and passed to-day, fo r instance, it will go 
in to th e A ssem bly. 
T h eir practice is tí» read a bill 
by title . 
T h eir record will show th a t th is bill has 
been read by t:tle. 
Then th e C ontroller and T reas­

w eed. 
T his u psets U r. W eston's theory, 
end also th a t deduced by m any w orthy 
and 
able 
m en 
w ho 
have 
contended 
that tobacco sm oke was injurious to th e 
system . 
T hat th e M adison-sqcare Gar­ 
den is u su ally one of the worst ventilated 
structures in th is city, is a iact w ell known 
to all who have pasted more than an hour 
w ithin its walls. 
In addition to the fum es 
caused by th e thousands t f spectators, 
there was another source w hich belched 
forth its poisonous breath ; w e refer to th e 
stoves w hich were placid in the center of 
the floor to diffuse a sn ail particle of heat. 
These furnaces were rigged up w ith short 
pipes, which did not c a n e \. itliin 40 feet 
of any o u tlet, and th e consequence.was th a t 
th e gases th ey em itted did lar mure harm 
than ai.y other cause. 
Indeed, so powerful 
were th ey th a t few people were able to 
tarry in their vicin ity w ithout feeling an 
intense desire to go to sleep, yet in the face 
of all these obstacles wc find the con test­ 
an ts as alert and spry as though they had 
been j erform ing under the moat advan­ 
tageous ei rroi.tidings. 
H iv o ry show s us

W hat is it ? 
H ow is it produced, and in 
w hat does it c o n sist'! 
It is easy to say 
cold is a ch ill. 
A chill of w hat part of the 
organism ? 
W e know by daily experienc 
that 
the 
body 
as 
a 
w hole, 
or 
any 
of 
it i 
parts, m ay 
he 
reduced to con­ 
siderably 
low er tem perature 
ti.an 
n il' 
suffice to give to man a cold if the 
80-ca'lcd chill he inflicted up ui th e surfat 
suddenly. 
Is it, then, the suddenness of 
reduction of tem perature that eauEes the 
cold ! 
It would be strange if it were so, 
because few o f th e m ost susceptible of 
m ortals 
would 
take cold from sim ply 
handling a piece of 
cold m etal or acci­ 
dental contact w ith icc. 
T he truth w ould 
seem to be th a t w hat w e call cold-takiug is 
the result of a sufficient im pression of cold 
to reduce the vital energy of nerve centers 
presiding over th e functions of special or­ 
gans. 
It th is he th e fact, it is easy to see 
w hy nature has provided the stim ulus of a 
strong fit of sneezing to rouse the dorm ant 
centers and enable them to resum e work 
and avoid evil consequences. T his explains 
w h y the w orst effects of cold do not, as 
a rule, follow up a ‘ch ill ’ w hich ex cites 
much sneezing. 
Shivering is a less effect­ 
ive convulsion to restore 
th e paralyzed 
nervous energy, h u t in a low er degreo it 
m ay answ er the sam e pnrjHisi . 
The sh iv ­ 
ering that results from the effects of a p oi­ 
son on the nervous centers is a totally d if­ 
ferent m atter. 
W e 6peak only of 
ti e 
quick m uscular agitation and teeth ch at­ 
tering w hich occur w henever th e body is 
exposed to cold and evil results do not en ­ 
sue. 
It follow s from w h at w e have said 
th a t the natural indication to w ard off the 
effects of a ch ill is to restore the vital en ­ 
ergy of the nerve centers, and there is no 
more p otent influence by w hich to attain 
this object than a strong and sustained 
effort of the w ill. 
T he m an w ho resolves 
uot to take cold seldom does.

inhaled, the habitual sm oker claim s for it a 
soothiDg luxury th a t quiets the irritable 
nervous organism , relieves w eariness, and 
entices repose. 
Science, scouting so super­ 
ficial a 
description, 
exam ines first the 
sm oke, second th e leaf, third the ash. 
In 
th e sm oke is discovered w ater in vaporous 
state, soot (free carbon), carbonic acul and 
carbonic oxide, and a vaporoui substance 
condensable into oily nicotine. 
These aro 
th e general divisions which chem ists have 
still further sp lit up, and in 
so 
doing 
have found acetic, form ic, outyric, valeric, 
and propionic acids, prusri. acid, creosote 
and carbolic acid, am monia, sulphurcted 
hydrogen, pyridine, viridinc, picoline, la ti­ 
dm e, collodm e, parvolinc, 
corodinc anil 
ruhidcne. 
T hese last are a series of oily 
liases belonging to the hom ologues of ani­ 
line, first discovered in coal tar. 
A p p ly­ 
ing chem ical tests to the leaves, other 
chem ists have found nicotia. tobacco cam ­ 
phor or nicotiauine (aliout w hich not much 
is known), a hitter extractive m atter, gum, 
chlorophyll, nialate of lim e, sundry album ­ 
inoids, m alic acid, w oody fibre, and various 
salts. 
The feathery w lute ash. which in its 
cohesion and w hiteness is indicative of the 
good cigar, y ield s potash, soda, magnesia, 
lim e, phosphoric acid, sulphuric acid, silica 
chlorine. 
The ingredients extractible from 
a jKior and cheap cigar would be fearful 
and w onderful to contem plate.

TAKING THEIR TIME. 


The .State 
Prison Directors appear to 
lie proceeding very cautiously so far. They 
have not yet made a choice of Warden, and 
the indications arc that they are endeavor­ 
ing to make sure of their ground. 
The 
suggestion that a trained penologist be 
sought for this important position ha3 of 
course not l een received with fA'or by 
local candidates and their friends, and 
some nonsense has been printed about the 
needlco ne=s of going outside the State for 
a Warden. 
B ut we desire to point out 
th a t this is not a matter of opinion, but 
one of fr et. 
It is utterly useless to main­ 
tain that there are as eligible men for the 
position hero, as can be obtained, say in 
N ew York, unless it. can be shown that 
w e have seme traiued penologist among 
us. 
If a certain community needed the 
services of a physician, and no physician 
resided in that community, it would not 
be thought sensible for someone to object 
to sending elsewhere for medical aid, on 
the ground that there ought to be enough 
skill of the kind needed lying around loo3e. 
But that is the hind of situation we are 
confronted a. ith. 
If we want prison re­ 
form we must employ skilled intelligence 
to obtain it. 
If we have not that skilled 
intelligence here, we must procure it else­ 
where. 
But we cannot get the reform we 
need by pretending that intelligence with­ 
out skid is equivalent to intelligence with 
skill. 
There is only one certain way of 
reforming our penal system, and that is by 
putting ti.c .S;ate Prison into the hands of 
a 
specially educated 
administrator 
of 
criminals. 
If we have such a man in the 
State, by all means bring him forward. 
If we have not such a man wc can only 
iuvite failure by trying to supply his place 
w ith an untrained, and therefore unfit, 
person. 


TH E 
M ILEAGE 
QUESTION. 


In the Assembly on Saturday a motion 
to reconsider the report of the Mileage 
Committee, fixing mileage at fifteen cents 
per mile, came up. but the Speaker de­ 
clined to vote, on the ground that the 
rules forbid members to vote upon any 
matter concerning their personal interest, 
and a number of member» following suit, 
the upshot was indefinite postponement of 
the whole question. 
The crouad taken by 
the Speaker on this occasion is not sound. 
Members of the Legislature may frequently 
be not only called upon, Lut compelled, to 
v..te on (rn-.-tious affecting their own in­ 
terests. 
For instance, suppose that tho 
new Constitution had left it to the Legisla­ 
ture to fix As own pay, as Constitutions 
frequently have done. 
In that C3se, ac­ 
cording to Mr. Oowdery, the matter never 
could have 
been 
settled, 
and 
conse­ 
quently 
the 
Legislature 
never 
could 
have 
drawn 
pay. 
The 
action 
of 
Congress in regard to its own pay is an­ 
other case directly in point. 
Or suppose 
that instead of tixiug the mileage at fifteen 
cents, the committee had fixed it at five 
cents, which is just- half what the Consti­ 
tution allows ; does the Speaker mean to 
say that numbers could not in that case 
have voted to accept the reduction? 
The 
truth is that members may under a variety 
of circumstances be obliged to vote on 
questions affecting their own interests, and 
that if they wore debarred from doing so 
the course cf necessary legislation would 
often be seriously embarrassed. 
It is to 
be noted that in the ease of the mileage 
th is abnormal refinement of scrupulousness 
was exercised w ith the effect of killing a 
m otion which looked to the reduction of 
legislative expenses. 


D ig e s t io n is a complex act. 
Meat is 
-digested in the stomach ; fécula?, already 
modified by the saliva, achieve their trans­ 
formation in the intestines, while fatty 
m atters are only digested in the intestines. 
Hence the exolanation why some persons 
can digest meats and eggs without diffi­ 
culty, while their stomachs are rebellions 
to feculent and fatty substances. 
Individ­ 
uals, on the other hand, who cannot eat

h can partake of fatty preparations and 
pr.atrv withouf inconvenience. 
Thus each 
organ has its role, and on their state of 
health depends the integrity of digestion. 
Inhabitants of cities suffer most from dys­ 
pepsia, that is, from an alteration of the 
digestive ferment. 


The Sa i Mateo Journal come* to 113 this 
week with ail article urgently demanding 
the enactment of a usury law. 
Our con­ 
temporary appears to entertain the be.i .f 
th it such a law would be in the in tirist o: 
the boriower, and he fortilks himself by 
reference to liie fact that the Legislature 
of New York has recently enacted a statute 
of the kind. 
Unfortunately it is always 
eisy to find precedents for foolish legisla­ 
tion. 
Usury laws have been put ar.d kept 
on the statute books of fourteen or fifteen 
States of the Union, but the first evidence 
of their utility has yet to be discovered, 
while all who have studied the question 
kuotv that their etfeet is mischievous. 
In 
order to demonstrate the fallacy of usury 
laws it is only necessary to consider the 
conditions which govern money-lending. 
Money is loaned at interest because its 
possessors believe they can make it yield 
more in that way than in 
any other, 
and with les3 risk. 
W hen the market 
is free, therefore, the supply of capital 
for such purposes is most likely to be 
am ple; and when the supply of capital is 
largest the borrower is enabled to make the 
best terms. 
But if the law reduces the 
rate of interest below that of an unfettered 
market, the first result w ill be to divert 
from that market whatever capital can 
find better returns in other investments, 
an 1 thus the opportunities of the borrower 
will be diminished. 
Again, the reduction 
of the rate of interest must injure the 
necessitous borrower by cutting off en­ 
tirely avenues of relief which are now open 
to him. 
For it frequently happens that 
the urgency of a man’s pecuniary need 
is greatest precisely when he is least able 
to give good security. 
Now, under the 
operations of natural conditions it is possi­ 
ble for the borrower in these circumstances 
to obtain the money he wants by paying 
extra for the lender’s extra risk. 
But 
under an usury law the lender would be 
prohibited from effecting this kind of in­ 
surance, and therefore he would refuse to 
lend at all, and so the law would render 
the condition of the necessitous borrower 
worse than ever. 
Usury laws, in fact, al­ 
ways react upon the people they are in­ 
tended to benefit, and the idea that they 
are in the interest of borrowers is wholly 
unwarranted. 
But in practice it is proved 
that such laws are eluded, for when men 
need money, and a statute stands in the 
way of obtaining it, they' can always find 
means to circumvent it. 
The only effect 
of the law at such times is to put power in 
the hands of the least scrupulous class of 
money-lenders, and to euablj the latter to 
extort a larger interest from the extrem ity 
of the borrower than could bo obtained in 
an open market. 


“ If,” says John Stuart M ill, “ the com- 
“ petition of borrowers, left unrestrained, 
“ would raise the rate of interest to six 
“ per cent., this proves that at five there 


“ would be a greater demand for loans than 
“ there is capital in the market to supply. 
“ If the law in these circumstances permits 


“ no interest beyond five per cent., there 
“ will be some lenders who, not choosing 
“ to disobey the law, and not being in a 


“ condition to employ their capital other- 
“ wise, w ill content them selves with the 
“ legal rate ; but others, finding that in a 
“ teas on of pressing demand more may be 
“ made of their capital by other means 
“ than they are permitted to make by 
“ lending it, w ill not lend it all, and the 
“ loanable capital, already to small for the 
“ demand, w ill be still further diminished. 
“ Of the disappointed candidates there 
“ will be many at 
such periods 
who 
“ must have their necessities supplied at 
“ any price, and these w ill readily find a 
“ third section of lenders, who will not be 
“ averse to join in a violation of the law, 
“ either by circuitous transactions partak- 
“ iug of th'c nature of fraud, or by relying 
“ on the honor of the borrower. 
The en- 
“ tire expense of the roundabout mode of 
“ procedure, and an equivalent for the ri.-k 
“ of non-payment and of legal penalties, 
“ must be paid by the borrower, over and 
“ above the extra interest which would 
“ have been required of him by the gen- 
“ eral state of the market. 
The laws 
“ which were intended to lower the price 
“ paid by him for pecuniary accommoda- 
“ tior, end thus in greatly increasing it. ’ 
That is the rationale of usury laws, no 
matter how they are framed. 
They pro­ 
mote extortion, increase the difficulties of 
borrowing, 
throw 
the necessitous bor­ 
rower into the hands of the most ra­ 
pa ious 
and 
unscrupulous 
class 
of 
lenders, 
and 
foster 
a 
disposition 
to 
make light of statutory enactments. 
All 
such legislation is in the line of paternal 
government. 
There is no more justifica­ 
tion for the interference of the Legislature 
with the making of loans than there is with 
the purchase of dry goods or groceries or 
bread or meat. 
If men are presumably 
competent to transact the far weightier 
affairs which the law leaves them free to 
manage, they are presumably competent to 
borrow and lend without governmental su­ 
pervision. 
Such interference never has 
accomplished the least good, and as we 
have shown, and as all experience proves, 
it has produced evil and injurious results, 
and especially to the borrower. 
W hatever 
tm ds to increase the difficulties of borrow­ 
ing cnhauccs the embarrassments of all w ho 
arc in business difficulties. That fact alone 
ought to settle the fate of all propositions 
for usury laws. 


THE MAINE CASE. 


The Supreme Court of Maine having 
fully affirmed the legality of the Republi­ 
can Legislature, and as fully denied the 
legality of the Fusion Legislature, the 
former has proceeded to elect Daniel Davis 
Governor, and he has been inducted to 
office without any opposition. 
General 
Chamberlain having been 
officially in­ 
formed of the election of Davis, has there­ 
upon recognized the Republican govern­ 
ment, and has declared his special func­ 
tions at an end. 
The Fusiomsts appear to 
have become convinced at last that it would 
be impossible to defy the Supreme Court 
when backed by so very firm and positive 
a military dictatorship, and in allowing 
Governor Davis to assume the government 
they have made a practical surrender ot 


everything, since of course they would 
not now be permitted to continue the 
farce 
of 
a 
dual 
government, 
but 
would 
be, 
in 
case 
of 
necessity, 
dis­ 
persed by force. 
The ir.ost curious thing 
about this whole affair, however, is the 
fact that the outcome is hailed by the 


p re ss as a “ triumph of law an I order.” 
It would be scarcely possible to describe 
the situation more inaccurately. 
Law was 
overthrown by Gareelon and his crew at 
the beginning.

Major-General of M ilitia. 
The people had 
voted, out to no effect.

The 
liberties 
of | 
an 
American 
State 
had 
at 
last ( 
come to depend, not upon Constitution, 
or laws, or any iccagnized governmental 
machinery, but upon the political creed ot 
a single militia officer. 
Had General 
Chamberlain been a Democrat it is very 
certain that the present solution would not 
have been rcach-.d. 
In that ca-e he would 
have recognized Smith instead of Davis, 
and would have turned over the Govern­ 
ment to the Fusion Administration. W here 
then would the Republicans have b een : 
Nothing would have been left to them but 
an app al to the Federal Government, in 
itself involving a oon'cssion that usur- 
pati n 
had 
triumphed. 
But General 
Chamberlain 
happened 
to 
be 
a 
Re­ 
publican, and so held the balance firmly 
and fairly until the opinions of the Su ­ 
preme Court seemed to warrant him in 
turning over his authority to the Repub­ 
lican claimant. 
It would puzzle a trained 
casuist to show how this outcome can be 
regarded as a “ triumph for law and order.” 
Order, no doubt, lias been maintained, but 
the same cannot be said for law. 
The 
Maine case ha3 shown how easily unscru­ 
pulous partisans can override Constitutions, 
and effect the most audacious usurpations, 
and how impossible it is to defeat them by 
strictly constitutional 
methods. 
When 
oae party steps outside of the Constitution 
the other has to follow, or submit to out­ 
rage, and when they are both outside the 
issue must depend, as in th¡3 case, upon 
some fortuitous circumstance, such as the 
politics of Major-General Chamberlain.

WAN I ED, A DEAD LETTER OFFICE. 


W hen the new and preposterous rules 
and regulations of the Postal Department 
were first issued, we suggested the estab­ 
lishment of a D eal Letter Office in San 
Francisca, us a means of avoiding the seri­ 
ous delays necessitated by the transfer of 


all irregularly mailed matter to W ashing­ 
ton. 
This idea was very generally ap­ 
proved, and w e now suggest, as a further 
means of obtaining the desired action, that 
tiie Legislature momori ilize Congress to 
that effect. 
The need of a Dead Letter 
Office on th¡3 coast is so great that the 
fact3 which call for it need only to be 
stated. 
Under the 
new 
postal 
rules 
every 
imperfectly 
addressed 
or 
inad­ 
equately stamped letter must 
be sent 
to the Dead 
Letter Office 
at W ash­ 
ington. 
This involves a delay of at least 
two months in its return to the sender, 
and it is obvious that the facilities for 
solving perplexing addresses m ust be far 
less at W ashington than here, so tar as 
Pacific Coast localities are concerned. 
An 
office of this kind at San Francisco would 
serve the whole c ast, and it would be a 
very great convenience to the publie, and 
especially to business men. 
If the Leg­ 
islature will recommend it strongly to 
Congress it is possible that the demand 
will be complied with, particular^' if our 
delegation at W ashington are requested 
and instructed to urge it upon the De­ 
partment.

CHURCHES AND SOHOOL-HOUSKS 
Have been overthrown, and one of the 
churches of Portland has lost its steeple, 
and splinters alone mark the place of its 
fall. 
A t Salem, the State House is the 
subject of severe damage caused by the 
tearing off of the roof and the leaking 
in of 
water. 
Steamers navigating the 
Columbia were treated roughly, and their 
crews and passengers remember that they 
w ent through a 
terrific 
ordeal. 
The 
woods were literally mowed down, and 
the roads are impassable. 
The railroads 
have to be cleared at great labor and ex­ 
pense, and the ordinary highways are not 
to be made passable. The river was whipped 
into a cloud of foam for hours, and the 
sublim ity of the tempest was attested by 
phenomena that showed the elemental 
strife was no ordinary occurrence. 
Tile 
vanity with which we reproached other 
clime i with too passioi ate outbursts went 
with the rest ot the loose stuff', and is lost 
iu the debris. 
There are some tales of 
horror coming to us, for we hear that fall­ 
ing trees have caused death as well as di3- 
a-ter, and that in W ashington Territory a 
school-house was crushed and several chil­ 
dren killed. 
All the history of Oregon 
shows no such fearful storm in the Pacific 
northwest. 
It is tho thirtieth winter since 
I lauded here, and my experience gives no 
storm that was am where near a parallel to 
it. 
It seems to have been an Oregon pro­ 
duction, for its force was mainly spent in 
the W illam ette valley and on the Columbia. 


THE WINTER. 
The last seventeen days have been all 
storm. 
Christmas came and went and left 
us storm and lain instead of the clear cold 
weather that we had been enjoying. 
The 
! hurricane of the 9 th wa3 only an episode of 
continuous tempest. 
After having to con­ 
fess to two seasons when the W illamette 
valley had only very limited productive­ 
ness, we look with apprehension to the 
effect the weather lias on the growing crops. 
The area of fall wheat exceeds the acreage 
of any former year, and if it roaches spring 
without suffering from frost—being froze 
out or drowsed out—we shall be fortunate. 
The present outlook is good. 
The freeze- 
up of December <v.;s favorable to the wheat 
plant, as the earth was blanketed with a 
good snow-fall. 
Since then there have 
been no hurtful frosts, and I am now 
writing in a room without afire, a day, too, 
without rain, the first of many. 
It looks 
as if we were to have one of those tiadi- 
tional springs, to begin in January and 
bring bloom in February. 
Over a quarter 
of a century ago I saw peach trees bloom 
here in February, but that does not often 
happen. 
If we can escape the alternate 
freezing and thawing so destructive to the 
wheat plant, the outlook for a heavy yield 
next harvest will he good.

W e have had a visit from the naturalist, 
who says he keeps his notebooks in San 
Francisco but has his home anywhere in 
the woods. 
That was the answer he made 
awhile ago when the lady of the house, 
with kind-hearted persistence, wanted to 
know where his home was.

where lie reveled in glaciers aud delighted 
iu the breakmg-up of their foundations 
that results in icebergs.

Co. liaa of late y-ars been supposed to 
actively sympathize w ith the Democracy, it 
will, it is said, not do so hcreait-r.

Reports from various [joints—from Roseburg 
to many miles north of the Columbia river, 
and between the Cascade mountains and the 
Pacific ocean—state in each instance that its 
force was unprecedented. 
NORTHERN MARION. 
WooDBURN, January 10th.—The most ter­ 
rible wind—term passed over this part, of Ore- 
gnu ever witnessed by the oldest inhabitant, 
i'he stor'" struck the prairie at 10:45 a . m . 
and lasted till 3 p. M. with unabated fury. 
I 
cannot compare the fury and noise to any­ 
thing less than a heavy and hotlv-eontested 
battle. 
Thousands upon thousands of the giants of 
the forests now lie upturned and twisted. 
Many miles of fencing was torn down. 
Iu 
our village one house was blown off its founda­ 
tion, but can be repaired at small expense. A. 
.Mathoit’s property is damaged lightly. 
Mr. 
Remingtons sawmill is badly damaged. 
He 
loses a new piauer entire. 
Nut a piece left 
that could even be used again at the factory. 
A ll the roads through the timber are tilled 
with fallen timber, and look as though it 
would take weeks to clear them for travel. 
I >ne road running east from town has forty 
trees across the track. 
Samuel Layman, one 
mile south of Yv’oodburn, had bis barn un­ 
roofed ; also the depot here has lost one sitie 
of its roof. 
No person was hurt tli3t 1 have 
heard of yet. 
W 00DBÜKN, January' 9th. — A frightful 
storm occurred at Woodburn mid over the 
surrounding country to-day. 
W. D. Morris’ 
barn was blown from its blocks, one window 
was turn out of his dwelling, and several 
other windows were broken. 
Small out­ 
houses all over town were blown down. 
A. 
Mathoit’s woodshed was wrecked, and a part 
of the roof of the depot carried away. 
A 
tree fell across the saw mill, crushing through, 
and crushing the piauer, which was worth 
about >700. 
A good part of B. F. Hall’s 
orchard was overthrown, and much other 
damage done. 
Hubbard, Marion county, January 10th.— 
One of the most terrific wind-storms ever 
known in Oregon passed over this place yes­ 
terday, prostrating fences for miles aud e uu- 
pletely leveling a grove of large fir trees of 
about ten acres in extent, blowing' scores of 
them down at one blast. 
The roads in every 
direction are blockaded with large trees, 
which overlap each other iu every shape. 
One-third of a large orchard of apple trees 
was uprooted ami split open. 
A large barn, 
about two miles from here, was entirely un­ 
roofed, and its contents—grain and hay—ex­ 
posed. 
It commenced blowing at lOdib A. M., 
and continued a perfect hurricane until 3 
o’clock u. M. 
I have not yet been able to as­ 
certain liow many stock are killed, for the 
roads arc so filled up with fallen timber that 
we have to walk. 
It will take weeks of labor 
oefore horses and wagons can travel. 
I have 
lived within one mile of Hubbard for thirty 
years and never saw the like or supposed such 
devastation could lie caused by a storm. 
We 
have work enough to last for months fixing 
up fences, making rails, burning trees, etc. 
As far as 1 can ascertain- it is just as had for 
two miles west of us. 


REPORT FROM SALEM. 
Salem, January 10th.—It is not possible to 
get reports of the storm from Polk aud other 
sections on the west side of the Willamette, 
as communication of every sort is stopped. 
Returns trom the country surrounding riiis 
city come in slow ly; but it is certain 110 great 
damage wasdone. 
Small losses, however, are 
common, and nearly every farmer is, in a 
limited v.-ay, a sufferer. 
The most cor:sid- 
e able damage done in this city «as upon the 
Stale Iloii-e, large strips of the tin covering 
being torn ¡rom tne rnof, the amount of 
damage thus far being estifuated at from 
•>l,2i 0 to r;1,500. 
K. P. Earhart, Secretary 
of ¡iíate, has been untiring in his efforts to 
prevent further damage to the building by the 
inclemency of the weather. 
The tin roofing 
being torn from the west wing directly over 
the Supreme Court-room, it has been found 
ueces.-ary to provide temporary quarters for 
that body in the Senate chamber, and as the 
roof is likewise torn off directly over that 
room, it wiii require unremitting attention to 
prevent the water from damaging the ceiiing 
and wails. 
A force of men have been em­ 
ployed, who, 
with 
sponges and cloths, 
will 
take 
up 
the 
water 
as 
it 
falls 
on 
the 
floor 
above, 
and thus 
endeavor to prevent its leaking through. 
Tilt snow having since fallen to the depth of 
: about four inches on the level, men are em­ 
ployed in cleaning off the roof, r.nd canvas 
will be spread on the more exposed portions, 
and no pains will he spared to prevent fur­ 
ther destruction of the property of the State 
until it cn 11 be permanently secured from 
danger. 
The tin roof of the Sisters’ school 
was likewise damaged to the extent of 
several hundred dollars. 
The tin roofs on 
Holman’s block, Litchfield's corner and J. 
M. Coulter s brick were all more or less 
damaged, and the average “ tin plate artist ” 
is in active demand throughout the city. 
Albany express train failed to put iu an ap­ 
pearance last 
evening. 
Six University 
chimneys were demolished and the steps 
leading into the building badly demoralized. 
Signs and dry goods boxes are scattered 
around promiscuously. 
Fences are blown 
down and outhouses blown over in all parts 
of the city, and the people generally are to­ 
day engaged in repairing damages. 


NORTHERN LINN. 
Scio, January 9th.—A terrific wind storm 
passed over this section of country to-daj. 
It commenced about 10 a . m . and ceased its 
force about 2 p. M. The direction was from 
the south and southwest. 
In town signs were 
blown down, windows smashed in, branches 
of shade trees broken, roofs blown off and 
small out-houses blown over. 
In the country 
the damage was mainly confined to fences 
and timber, though some barns were unroofed. 
The tall fir trees are lying in every direction. 
'I’he mail stage did not arrive until three 
hours after time. 
It was the most severe 
storm ever witnessed by the oldest inhabitant. 
Rain and suow fell at the same time. Fences 
are down everywhere. 


SOUTHERN OREGON. 
From train men we learn that in the south­ 
ern portion of the State the storm was not so 
violent as in the north. 
The storm appears 
to have gained in violence on its northern 
co irse, aud at Portland had gained its great­ 
est force. 
A t Roseburg, a portion of the 
town being built of the most unsubstantial 
residences and structures, the storm is re­ 
ported to have done comparaciveiy little, if 
any. damage. 
Throughout the Umpqua val­ 
ley the only damage reported is the blowing 
down of fences, an occurrence which takes 
place nearly every winter. 
The telegraph line, which is reported to he 
in working order between Albany and Rose­ 
burg, is still down south of the latter place, 
but perhaps there is no further break than 
what exi-ted before the storm. 
If this sup­ 
position is correct, the lines will probably l*i 
working in a few days. 
From south of Rose­ 
burg uothing lias been heard, and until the 
mails arrive this evening nothing definite can 
be learned. 
TH E LOWER COLUMBIA. 
K a la m a, January 10th.—The storm a t this 
place yesterday was severe. 
From 2 to 4 
P. M. there wan a fierce gale of wind mixed 
with rain and snow. 
The river was lashed 
into a fury. 
A great deal of timber was 
blown down, and the roads into the country 
are completely blockaded.

On the road from heie to Lewis river there 
were two heavy* land slides. 
A t Mr. Burk’s 
place a mass of earth and treea about half an 
acre in extent slid down the mountain, filled 
up the road at the base, destroyed a portion 
of the orchard and alin" t reached the house. 
A t Mr. Black’s place, in the saíne neighbor­ 
hood, a portion of the mountain, two or three 
acres in extent, and containing a number of 
large trees, was

No damage was done here except the 
blowing down of two or three old sheds, value 
nominal. 
AT ASTORIA. 
It has l-ten the general impression here 
that the damage to shipping at Astoria Would 
lie very heavy. 
This, happily, is not the 
case. 
The passengers who arrived on the 
Alice la-t night from Astoria state that the 
storm, though violent, did comparatively lit­ 
tle dam.ge. 
The Stxte of California, which 
landed a few minutes after the gale sprung 
up, dislodged several piles iu making her 
landing. 
The ship William D. Seed, lyiBg 
in the channel in front of the town, wa- 
blown over toward the sandi, dragging b>r 


anchor, but was skillfully handled endfr tl e 
direction of the mate in charge, and (¡lifted 
! back into the channel. 
The Alice had her 
I smokestack blown away. 
Many trees lack 
ot Astoria were prostrated, and a few roofs 
were damaged. 


THE LA CENTER HORROR. 
The following are the particulars of the 
terrible accident at La Center ou Friday, of 
which brief mention was made in yesterday’s 
Oregonian. ‘About twenty children were iu 
1 the school house, most oi them eating their 
noon Finch. 
Four children of John \V. Bart­ 
lett were seated together near the stove, when 
a huge tree came crushing down, demolishing 
the building. 
The tree f-.-ll directly over the 
Bartlett children. 
Two—a boy aged nine 
and a girl aged eleven years—were instantly 
killed. 
Nearly every bone in the body of 
the boy was crushed. 
The oldest child. 
Miss 
Ruth, 
aged 
sixteen, 
bad 
several 
ribs broken, and suffered «severe internal 
injuries. 
Her recovery is doubtful. 
She 
lay fastened under the tree fur nearly two 
hours before she could he extricated.’ The 
fourth child, a boy aged 13, received a cut 
across the forehead, and his scalp* was torn off 
from an inch above his eyes to the crown of 
the head. 
Notwithstanding his severe inju­ 
ries he is not thought to be iu a dangerous 
condition. 
Two children of Joseph Gathens were 
severely injured, as was also a son of Frank 
Briggs. 
Tne remainder of the children, as 
well as the teacher, Mrs. Lop.r, escaped with 
slight bruises. 
A tree fell across the hou«e of Mr. Ennis, 
damaging it to the extent of §100.

ate neighborhood of La l enter is about §2,C00.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


E le c tric L ight in Sacram ento.—While 
the Edison boom lias been in progress there 
has been created a very general impression 
that Mr. Edison has completely solved the 
problem of electric illumination* but this im­ 
pression it would appear has not been shared 
by all electricians, nor by many others thor­ 
oughly posted on work in this direction, nor 
by several inventors of whom the public have 
heard comparatively little, and has not pre­ 
vented them from quietly working for a solu­ 
tion of the problem that shall stand the 
scrutiny of scientists and practical elec­ 
tricians. 
Of this class of experimenters are 
four gentlemen of Sacramento, Frank 1». Rae 
and Clarence L. Healy, electricians, aud A. 
C r. V, aterhouse and l)r. 13. It. lirewer, me­ 
chanical inventors, who have combined their 
forces upon this subject, resulting, as they 
claim, in a successtul subdivision of the 
light, 1 heir inventions and improvements, 
they claim, cover the entire system, the 
engine, the generator and the lamp. The 
generator is stated to contain new mechanical 
principles, and except that it is based upon 
the magnetic reaction plan, is like no other 
dynamo machine, and that by it an immense 
current is produced at a small expenditure of 
power. 
They have not, they say, attempted 
a perfect indestructible lamp, believing that 
the accomplishment of that, if it were possi­ 
ble, would involve increased expense. 
But 
they claim that their lamp will burn con­ 
tinuously for a month, when the carbon 
supply may be renewed for another month 
at slight cost. 
Patents áre pending covering 
this system, and a more detailed explanation 
now would, they think, be of disadvantage, 
if not injury, to them. They are sanguine of 
complete success, and have inspired friends 
with faith in their undertaking, who, in com­ 
mon with the general public, will be exceed­ 
ingly gratified if it shall prove that Sacra­ 
ment*» inventors are the first to bring the 
electric light into practical every-day use.

Cm RAILWAY MATTERS. 
BUSINESS AT'D PLEASURE. 


W. L. Pritchard Leaves tie State—J. H. 
MilLr Left la Fall Management 
Learning on Saturday evening that W. L. 
Pritchard had recently contracted a disgust 
for Sacramento, and without ceremony left 
the State, intending to make Lis future home 
at J Jen ver, Col., J . 11. Miller, Secretary of 
the City Railway Company, was called upon, 
and, in answer to questions, freely made the 
following statements: 
Cuestión—Mr. Miller, it is stated that Mr. 
Pritchard has left the city, not to return. 
Can you ¿-ive any information upon this 
point? 
Answer—I t is true ; he has gone to Colo­ 
rado, and Lis return is uncertain. 
Q.—In what condition does this leave the 
street railway matters ? 
A.—I am left in full control of the affairs 
of the company. 
Q.—W hat pre-ent interest has Mr. Pritch­ 
ard in the company? 
A.—lie owns about seven-eighths of all the 
stock <>f the railroad c >r pi-ration, and beyond 
this has paid off an indebtedness of SSU.OGO 
which was held against the Company, no part 
of which has been repaid to him. 
Q —What, in your opinion, will he the 
effect of the pr. sent sr.it instituted by stock­ 
holders against the company ? 
.-V.— It is a mere farce. 
We can and will 
make a proper showing of every dollar re­ 
ceived and expanded during the present man­ 
agement of the road, and which will fully 
speak for icself and show au honest, straight­ 
forward administration of the company’s 
affairs. 
—To whom do the new franchises of the 
roads belong, that is, the .Second street, be­ 
tween hi street and the depot, and the pro­ 
posed cemetery line? 
A.—To Pritchard .v Miller. These we own 
ourselves, and we also own the car depot 
property at the coiner of Twentieth and K 
streets, and we also own all the recently 
granted charters, 1 "ing those on 1C from Tenth 
to Twentieth streets, and on 11 fronl Twen­ 
tieth to Thirty-first street. 
Q.—What are the facts about this .T. H. 
Downer mortgage which is termed a fraudu­ 
lent transaction ? 
A.—Weil, when Pritchard bought a con­ 
trolling interest iu the road the Pacific Mu­ 
tual Life Insurance Company held a deed of 
trust upon all the railroad property for SOS, - 
000. Some time afterward the insurance com­ 
pany wanted its money and Mr. Pritchard, 
in order to prevent a sale of the road under' 
the trust deed, personally assumed the debt, 
and raised the money to take up the trust 
deed by giving a mortgage upon 5,000 acres 
of land in another part of the .state. 
Upon 
Mr. Pritchard’s taking up and canceling this 
deed of trust against the company, the com­ 
pany executed a mortgage upon its property 
for the amount he had paid for the company 
to the Pacific Mutual. 
When the mortgage 
was being executed, it was advised by coun­ 
sel that inasmuch as Pritchard was an officer 
or Director in this roád, the proper way 
would lie to execute the mortgage formally to 
some outside party and have him at once as­ 
sign it back to Pritchard, thus avoiding any 
legal deficiency in the transfer which might 
he held to arise from Pritchard’s official cun- 
nection with the road. Acting upon this ad­ 
vice, the company executed its mortgage to 
■J. 11. Downer, who was present at the time, 
and who at once assigned it over to Pritch­ 
ard. This was the whole matter, and the 
only reason that Downer’s name was used iu 
connection with it.. • 
Q.—What was Mr. Pritdiard’s object in 
tearing up the (( street line just at a time 
when thtre was no judicial power existing in 
the State? 
_ 
A. 
Iletook that occasion with a knowledge 
of that fact, intending to abandon that pait 
of the line for tUp reason that at best it did not 
pay expenses, and the necessary street repairs 
and improvements during the next two years 
would cost him several thousand dollars, and 
he thought it would be cheaper to abandon 
that part of the road and refund the subscrip­ 
tion to Mrs. Crocker and all other bona fide 
stockholders of that portion of the line, which 
he intended to do. The O-street line has 
never paid expenses since it was operated. 
Q —What is your present intention as to 
the O street route ? 
. 
A.—I intend to relay at once the portion 
removed, ami operate it as formerly. 
I).—Do you propose to relay the track to 
East Park? 
A.—We do not, but will build a line from 
Twentieth out 11 to Helvetia Cemetery, 
which will accomsnodate the same travel as 
the East Park line did, 
Q.—W hat about the City Cemetery line ? 
A.—All of our lumber and iron material* 
are bought and on hand. The only question 
now is in reference to crossing the Central 
Pacific road. If allowed to go ovqr that 
track we will have the line in operation in six 
weeks. In order to go under the track we 
would have to cut down so deep as to inter- 
with the sewers and injure the property

A.—It has just about paid running ex­ 
penses, taxes, interest and insurance. 
Q.— How soon do you expect to get the O- 
street line relaid and the Tenth-street con­ 
nection completed ? 

We 
will then run, for the present, five cars on the 
O-street line, three of which will run across 
on Tenth, and down K to the depot, and the 
other two down by the way of Third street 
P> the depot; all cars of ali the lines will run 
to the depot.

AUDITOR'S REPORT. 


Legislative Excursion—A Gay Farty and a 
Gloomy Prison. 


In accordance with an agreement that the 
Senate Committee, consisting of Senators 
W atson, Nye, Sears, Lampson, Moreland, 
Langford and Kane, and the Assembly Com­ 
mittee, composed of Assemblymen Tyler, 
May, Estee, Brooks, Carr of Sacramento, 
Leacb, Kelson, Lane and Maguire would 
meet in joint session and make a thorough 
investigation of prison matters, that body 
yesterday visited the new prison at Folsom. 
W ith a kindly feeling for their fellow law­ 
makers, and a desire that they should go, see, 
and become wise, the members of the Prison 
Committees pooled their legal mileage, char­ 
t-red a train of cars, and gate th“iu a free 
lide to prison—treatment ihat will be ac­ 
corded in due time to many worse men 
than the jolly legislators who combined busi­ 
ness and pleasure with such an agreeable 
facility. 
AT AN EARLY IIOl'R 
Those who were fortunate enough to have au 
excuse or invitation to begone of the party 
had hurried to the depot, some with an un­ 
pleasant frown flitting across their faces as 
there came a regret for a lost nap and a hur­ 
ried breakfast, yet all pleased with the pros­ 
pect of a day spent among the woods, climb­ 
ing the rugged hills, inspecting the half 
mysterious tomb-like dungeons, listening to 
the nisli of (he noisy turbulent streams, 
basking in the warm sunshine, and inhaling 
the pure a'mospbere of the country. The 
members of the committee had charge of the 
train and made every man who mounted the 
brakeman’s rostrum produce a ticket, the 
size of which was simply enormous, and ne­ 
cessitated their being collected outside the 
cars. 
The manager evidently enjoyed his 
authority, and expressed his determination 
to write a book on “ What I know about 
Railroads.” 
THE TRIP. 
The train left the depot at exactly 1» 
o’clock with ihree cars well 
filled with 
Senators. Assemblymen, clerks, pages, mem­ 
bers of the piess and other guests, including 
a dozen ladies, numbering iu all 150 per­ 
sons. 
In one short, fleeting hour of mirth 
and joy the train had winged its rapid flight 
over the twenty-two miles of this route, 
which is a preferred and popular one, 
especially for the hauling of gravel. 
The ar­ 
rival of such a distinguished assemblage was 
a surprise to the tew sleepy Folsomites who 
were standing here and there in the sunny 
spots, nervously shaking themselves for pure 
amusement, fur with his last breath the 
dying inhabitant scorns the suspicion that 
ague exists in the lovely town. 
Even the 
energetic hack drivers were absent, and lost 
a rich harvest. The confusion and consterna 
tion exhibited by the visitors on learning that 
a tramp of two and a half miles lay before 
them was amusing indeed, but the situation 
was quickly accepted, and tLeu began the 
grandest 
GO-AS-YOU-PLEASE 
Match ever witnessed. The solid men soon 
fell to the rear, while the lighter and agile 
scrambled onward up the bights and had the 
satisfaction of gazing down upon their lagging 
competitors. An hour or two of careful and 
interested inspection followed, and the ex­ 
pressions of the visitors were varied indeed. 
Many expressed horror at the thought of "con­ 
finement in the gloomy, damp cells, but 
others thought that a more severe prison 
regime should be established than that prac­ 
ticed at San Quentin, and that the prison was 
good enough for those who would occupy it. 
The place, however, being iu such an incom- 
uleted state presented its most unattractive 
features, and when the hcatirg apparatus 
shall have been provided anti the walls dried 
and whitened it will be fully as cheerful as 
the average prison.

The members of the committee seemed 
please.1 with the general style and execution 
of the work, but suggested several minor 
changes, one of which was a change so as to 
have a skylight the entire length of the roof. 
It is estimated that the work of the present 
contractors will be completed in thirty days;

occupancy, and that it can be completed 
within three months. Xn official action, how­ 
ever, was taken, 'except a resolution to life* I 
at an early m y, gunl hear the testimony and 
itements of all person* who are interested 
or desirous of imparting information.

Conclusion of tlie Pi elimina ry Examination 
—Discharge of the Accused. 


The following is the concluding testimony 
in the case of the People vs. Beveridge ami 
Dematti. The defense having concluded its 
testimony, Dr. G. W. Jenks was called by 
the prosecution in rebuttal. He testified that 
he lives in Galt and is engaged in the prac­ 
tice of medicine. 
Knew Martin Monsch. 
Saw him on Satin day morning, November 
2!)th, at Galt. Heard him repeat over dur­ 
ing that day, two or three times, the circum­ 
stances of the death of Charles Hallen. 
He 
said he was at the calón before he came to 
G ait; that the body was lying on the 
floor. Said when he went to the cabin 
he 
didn’t 
hitch 
his 
horse, 
as 
there 
was no 
place 
to 
hitch 
it, 
hut held 
to the halter. Said he opened the door of 
the cabin and saw the man lying on the 
floor as if he was asleep; was covered with a 
blanket. 
He said lie spoke to him anti he 
did not answer, and he put his la id on him 
and shook him, and then saw the man was 
deatl. 
He told me he was laying between 
the door and the bunk. He hurried home to 
make arrangements for having an inquest 
held. He said he had Mr. Beveridge go and 
stay at the cabin while he came to Galt to 
telegraph for the Coroner. The first time 
he told me of it we were alone, and after- 
wan Is he said let us go into a saloon and 
have a drink, and while we were in there the 
matter was talked over again, and Mr. 
Monsch repeated very nearly the same words 
that he did before. 
He said he only went in 
a step or a little pie3e in the cabin when he 
put his hand on the man and shook him. 
After some time, before he started home, we 
had another talk about it, as he seemed 
very much troubled about the matter, 
and ho then again gave about the same story. 
He said he thought some tramp had coine 
along and killed him for his inonev, but he 
did not know whether his money was still 
there or not. He said he didn’t touch his, 
as they did not wish to have him 'disturbed 
until after the Coroner got there. 
He said 
he was lying |then on the floor, covered up 
with a blanket, as if he was asleep. 
Q.—How long does it take for blood, after 
it leaves the body, to coagulate ? A.—That 
depends upon the degree of temperature, but 
it takes only a short time. It takes place in 
a very few momenta. 
Blood which is once 
coagulated would not materially change for 
some time to come. • A smaller quautity 
would dry* out sooner than a larger quantity. 
If it was contained in a vessel, it would also 
take longer than if spread upon the floor. 
Q.—Suppose a quantity of blood should 
coagulate upon a man’s hip, how long would 
that blood be in such condition as to be 
pressed through cloth if you laid your hand 
upon it? A.—I could not well determine 
how long. 
The watery’ part would seep 
down and the thicker part would remain 
there. I don’t think any amount of pressure 
would fore#» thi* thicker portion through the 
cloth. 
If I had put my hand upon this man 
and the blood had come upon my hand in the 
manner described in the testimony of Mr. 
Monsch, I should l<»ok at once to see if he was 
dead at a ll; and if he was, I should conclude 
he had been dead but a short time. 
I should 
expect that within 10 or 12 hours the watery 
suljstance would be all out. 
If the watery 
substance had not run off the pressure might 
make it come through, but that would have 
to be soon after death. The amount of blood 
which I*would expect would flow out of the 
wound from a pen ou killed as this man was, 
would be about one-half gallon. 
J . H. Ash wait testified that he was pres­ 
ent at the inquest, and was present when the 
body was removfd from the floor to the box. 
There was blood on theY>edclothcs. Did not 
take notice *>f a»v blood upon the clothes of 
deceased. 
I didn’t notice that any blood was 
got upon the fl *r after the body was re­ 
moved from the bed. 
George X. Gray* was called in sur-rebuttal, 
and testified that he was m Charley Harvey’s 
Saloon at Galt at the time Dr. Jenks was 
there, as stated in his testimony. 
I under­ 
stood Mr. Monsch to say that he found Hal­ 
len lying on his l unk with his face t*» the 
wall. He said he held on to his rope or 
halter and went over to the bunk and shook 
him. I also understood Mr. Monsch to say 
he saw blood on the floor. 
Upon the testimony being closed, the case 
argued at length by counsel, and upon 
conclusion of the arguments and considera­ 
tion of the Court, the defendants were dis­ 
charged. 


OVER POPULATION. 


A lecture to men on the question of “ Over 
Population ” was delivered at the Metropo­ 
litan Theater last night by J. J. Owen, edi­ 
tor of the San Jose Mercury. The audience 
was a large one and manifested its approval 
of many of the points of the lecture by 
hearty applause. 
Mr. Owen is a rapid and 
earnest speaker, and interests his hearers bv 
the poiutedness and force of his manner and 
the vigor with which he treats his subject. 
He said he believed we had entered upon a 
new* era in the history of civilization, and 
are brought face to face with new ob­ 
stacles to our further advancement, in the 
the shape c»f a vastly increasing popuia- 
l.ition, much of which appears to be born 
into the world without a purpose, and to be 
a:i incumbrance upon the eaith. The social 
philosophers of the last century did hot 
jream that there would be more people u¡a»n 
this continent than could find employment. 
The advance of labor-saving machinery and 
invention has made the labor of one man 
equal that of twenty a few years ago. 
Millions a few years back lived by agri- 
tural pursuits, and were treated as members 
of the farmer’s family who are now by agri­ 
cultural machinery driven from that employ­ 
ment, with no means of support given in 
compensation. Employers take less interest 
in employes inan formerly, and yet we com­ 
plain that laborers axe less reliable than 
formerly, and wonder at it. 
He followed out 
this line of argument to the conclusion that 
population must be diminished, or the advance 
of invention be checked. To point to the 
millions of acres in our land, where the poor 
man may still make a home, is as vain for 
most of them as to tell them of acres in Ju ­ 
piter or Mercury. 
We are told our land can 
maintain many millions more, but the ques­ 
tion is, Does the country want the increased 
population? ’Tis said that all that is needed 
is to give men more room, but there comes the 
rub—who will do it? He then passed to a 
consideration of physical conditions, elabo­ 
rating upon these points: Thousands are 
weekly born iuto the world who are unwel­ 
come, and whose birth is the result of passion 
or ignorance of the laws of health and life. 
This ignorance is the mother of inharmony in 
the marriage relation, of disease, suffering 
ami death, and its product is a race a great 
majority of which is not born right. 
Pre­ 
natal education, under proper surroundings 
and conditions, for a few months, is worth 
twenty years of pious training after birth. 
To |krcvent sin in the world is to cease the 
creation of 
sinners. 
In 
the 
vegetable 
and animal world 
the 
survival of 
the 
fittest is the rule, and if 
Nature had 
her 
own 
way it would 
be 
so 
with 
m an; but on the contrary, with us, the 
survival of the most unfit seems to prevail. 
God must help the unwelcome child, for man 
does all he can to make his life one of woe 
and misery. If man may improve upon vege­ 
table and animal life, and bring it to its high­ 
est approach to perfection, why should not 
lie do it with his own race, which is the lofti­ 
est work of nature ? Should the production 
of the species be left to ignorance, accident 
or lust? He demanded of science that it 
should bend its energies to prevent maternity 
being a martyrdom ; to make the coming 
generations of men improvements upon their 
predecessors ; to give such light that there 
shall be no ignorance concerning the highest 
attribute of manhood and womanhood. 
It 
should not bend its energies solely to the im­ 
provement of animals and vegetables, while 
to man’s birth, the crowning work of na­ 
ture, there is given le^s attention than 
to the cultivating of the turnip or the devel­ 
opment of the oyster. 
He claimed that 
nearly half of all the children born die be­ 
fore they reach the age of five years, and 
that of the remainder the majority come to 
tlie embrace of suffering, disease and want. 
He held that while war lessens the popula­ 
tion, it begins at the wrong end, and sweeps 
off the choice ones, leaving the unfit to prop­ 
agate their eirors. 
Population doubles in 
twenty-five years, and he dedared that it is 
an increase in excess of the pi eduction of 
food to feed the race, and it is not the result 
of natural laws, but of the abuse <>f natural 
laws. 
He declared that tlie time bad come 
t* r tearing this subject from the lumber-room 
of intelligence, where a false sense of modesty 
had placed i". His lecture from this point 
out was addressed more personally and prac­ 
tically to bin auditors, and was concluded 
after an hour and twenty minutes’ duration. 
A collection was taken to defray the expenses 
for the rent of the theater.

The fo ce at the State House remains intact, a d 
will be kept so until n atters are fully settled, ai d 
every branch of governm ent running in regular 
order. 
Governor Davis has as vet had bu t little oppor­ 
tunity to prepare his message to the Legislature, 
bnt he hopes to have it in readiness by them .ddle of 
the weeV. 
The committee appointe<i by the Fusion legisla­ 
ture to cocsidsr w hether th at body is a legal or- 
ganizition, have had no m eeting, most of tí e com­ 
m ittee having gone home to spend the Sabbath. A 
prom inent member of the committee says that 
while they m ight disagree w ith the Court in regard 
to the findings and legal points, th at is all it would i 
am ount to. The Couit would decide all the acts of 
the Fusion Legislature illegal, and its decision would 
be final on all points, and th at Legislature would 
have no standing according to the decision of the 
Court. A prom iuent lawyer on the committee says 
he is in favor of m aking a verbal report, but will not 
place biuiself upon record against the Court. 
The Standard, a Democratic paper here, will give 
a long expression of law from its standpoint, taking 
strong grounds against the decision of the Court, 
and claiming th a t the Legislature is legally organ­ 
ized, and if denied access to the State House, has 
clearly the right to m eet and hold its sessions else­ 
where. 
Mr. Sawyer, Secretary of State, gives his reasons 
for not adm itting Republicans to the office of the 
Secretary, as th at a* advised he could not recognize 
them as a committee from a legal Legislature. 
There is considerable opposition to allowing the 
Fusion Legislature to meet iu the State House to­ 
morrow afternoon. The Republicans claim th at it 
would be a quasi-indorsement of the body as a legal 
Legislature, while others are willing to perm it them 
to meet as a political caucus. 
No definite plan has 
as yet been devised. 
At midnight all was quiet at the State House and 
iu the city. 
PROSPECT OF THE FUSIONISTS BEING B0ÜNCE1). 


B o s t o n , January ISth.—An Augusta special says : 
Tim Republicans are to-night threatening to dis­ 
perse the Fusionists if they on Monday attem pt to 
act as a Legislature. 
ORDERS TO TROOPS UNNOTICED. 
Augusta, January 18th - The fact has ju st come 
to light that the Fusionist Governor Smith ordered 
out on Saturday three companies of State m ilitia by 
telegraph. 
The companies were the Portland Mont­ 
gomery Guard and Mechanic Blues, and the Bidde- 
ford Light Infantry. 
As far as learned no response 
was made to the order by the commanders of the 
respective companies. 
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FUSIONIST HOUSE PROCEEDINGS. 


A u g u s t a , .January 17th.—Both houses m et at 9 
o’clock, according t*« adjournm ent, and after reading 
the journals took a rccess until 1 o'clock. 
At the end of the recess iu the House, Cushman 
of Sherman made a speech recommending au appli­ 
cation to Congress f ¡r aid in repelling: attem pts, 
under decisions of the Supreme Court, to drive this 
body from the State House. 
George F; Hill of Coriuthia said: We stand to- 
ay m a very critical condition. The clergy, the 
money power and Courts are against us. 
He be­ 
lieved some measures should be adopted for the sub­ 
mission of further questions to the Courts, giving a 
fair statem ent of the case, and he hoped some mem* 
bcr would suggest means whereby this m ight be 
effected. 
He noticed that several members who yes­ 
terday expressed their willingness to shed their last 
drop of blood in defending our rights were absent 
to-day. 
[Applause and laughter.] 
But he believed 
there were sensible men enough left to treat this 
question with the gravity it deserved. 
Ingalls, of Wiscasset, offered a joint order for the 
appointm ent of a committee of five, to be joined by 
such as the Senate may see fit, to take into eomddcra- 
tion the situation of affairs aud report to the House 
the best method of procedure. The Supreme Court 
has decided on a set of questions, subm itted by an­ 
other and irregular body, th at this body was not le­ 
gally constituted. 
He thought a statem ent of the 
case m ight be subm itted. 
We want peace, but we 
want our rights. 
Let us consult together as men 
knowing our rights and determ ined to maintain 
them . 
Knowles, of Naples, said lie believed the decision 
of the Court was a partisan one, but he did not want 
to resist by force. There were other and peaceable 
m eans of meeting this crisis. 
Benner, of Woldero, said his position was the 
sam e as Hill's, and he heartily indorsed his remarks. 
Bradbury, of Norway, said : 
Wc are here legally 
and lawfully, but are in perilous time9, and should 
act with caution. 
It was the part of a wise and 
brave man to subm it to the inevitable. 
If the Court 
has been used as au instrum ent to deprive us of our 
rights, it is a crime not for us to stand as hones¿ 
men. 
Revolution has come by the action of the 
Court. 
Against this Court we have no appeal ex­ 
cept to the people. 
Let us go back to them. 
The 
ballot-box is still left to us. 
To th at we m ust ap­ 
peal. 
He heartily approved the proposed order, and 
hoped it would pass. 
Robinson, of Thoiuaston, also favored the passage 
of the-order. 
Cushman, of Sherman, still advocated a resort to 
Congress. 
Perry, of Camden, favored the order in a speech 
of some length.

A new combination car is building for 
the Vallejo branch road, separate com­ 
partments being for passengers, mail and 
baggage. 
A rough estimate places our crop of 
oraoges this year at 7'\O00, lemons ‘29,000, 
limes 2,000,000, 
raisins 
12,000 
boxes.

Tulare Tim es: 
An intelligent Italian, 
who has been familiar with olive culture 
from his infancy, says that eventually the 
California olive will surpass the best pro­ 
duced in France or Spain. 
It is now larger 
and of better flavor, and yields an oil equal 
to the imported article. 
The overflow from Putah creek, in Tre- 
mont township, Solano county, was higher 
after the last storm than ever before, and 
Mr. Wilson's house, which wa3 moved to 
get it out of the flooded district, was quite 
surrounded. 
N ot so much water came 
down as ou some former occasions, hut the 
channel has filled up with saud. 
According to the able report of Dr. 
W ilkins, resident physician of the Napa 
Insane Asylum, it appears that of the 614 
patients admitted last ytar, 419, or two- 
thirds, were of foreign birth. 
This is in 
accordance with the previous experience of 
the asylum and also of the one at Stock­ 
ton. 
The doctor also says that of the in­ 
mates nearly twenty per cent, are not citi­ 
zens. 
Four children of Jacob Strauss, who 
lives on the prairie about two miles back 
of I.ittle river, Mendocino county, were 
poisoned week before last, by eatiug the 
leaves or berries of a wild plant which they 
found near the house. One of the children, 
aged alwut three years, 
died about an 
hour afterward, and a second child died 
the next morning. 
The two older children 
arc still very ill, but may recover. 
The Gold Hill (Nev.) News reporter got 
off an imaginative article about the effects 
of the “ blizzard" in the mountains a week 
ago, which a contemporary gobbled with­ 
out due credit, but which other papera 
published and gave the appropriator the 
benefit of its paternity. 
The News man is 
now taking comfort that he has not been 
held responsible for the biggest storm yarn 
of the season. 
The Cloverdale Reveille says that quite 
an excitem ent is just now shaking up the 
inhabitants of Hopland and country over 
the recent discovery of gold in paying 
quantities in that vicinity ; that prospect­ 
ing is lively and flumes are being put in ; 
that dirt in many places yields from two 
to fifteen cents to the pan, and that one 
wagon load of dirt which 
was washed 
yielded in the close neighborhood of §5 of 
the precious metal. 
The breadth of graiu-land sown in this 
county so far is far behind that sown last 
year up to this date ; but our farmers will 
rush things lively as soon as the ground is 
in good condition 
N ot only the oldest 
iuhabitaut, but the whole body of pioneers 
give it up that the weather we have had 
this winter is a little worse than—well, 
that it does not behave itself at all like 
California weather ought to, and looks like 
an encroachment from Maine or Minnesota, 
or somewhere.—[Lake Bee. 
On Tuesday last the Indians of Jackson 
(Amador) and vicinity mustered, to the 
number of between twenty and thirty, for 
their annual migration to Jackson valley, 
They generally go there once a year to 
hunt rabbits and other game, and stay 
usually from two to three weeks. 
As they 
filed away to the hunting gronnd they 
fonned a grotesque picture. 
They were of 
all ages, and of both sex es, and dressed in 
every style of 
superannuated costume. 
The majority had to foot it ; but a few 
were mounted. 
Amid the yelping of the 
dogs, and the yelling of the papooses they 
moved like the fragment of a demoralized 
army, their tattered garments flapping in 
the breeze, aud keeping time to the sighing 
of the wind among the trees. 
A serious accident occurred near Chinese 
Camp on the 13th instant, resulting in the 
death of au estimable citizen and an old 
resident of that vicinity, Ephraim A. Har­ 
low. 
H e started, in company with Miss 
Minnie Neighbor, eldest daughter of Jacob 
Neighbor, from her father's bouse, near 
Mountain Pass, on a buckboard, to go to 
Chinese Camp. 
W hen a few rods from 
Mr. Sims' house the horse sliied and Mr. 
Harlow drew heavily on the reins, break­ 
ing the bit. 
The horse started at full 
speed. 
Mr. Harlow directed the lady to 
get out behind as quick as possible, which 
she did without serious injury. 
He held 
ou to the horse until they came to the top 
of Sims' hill, when the horse turned out of 
the road, running over rocks and brush, 
throwing Mr. Harlow from his seat. 
T he 
reins became entangled in his legs and he 
was dragged 250 yards, breaking his skull, 
from which injury he died in about six 
hours.

FASHION NOTES. 
A visiting costume is composed of sap­ 
phire, blue velvet, and a satin brocade of 
the same shade ; the skirt is a perfectly 
plain demi-train, princess polonaise draped 
very bouffant at the sides and shirred very 
deep in the back. A plain, hand-sewed 
hem is the only finish. An English cut 
velvet coat accompanies this costume, the 
only garniture of which are tine steel but­ 
tons, with enameled stocks ; smaller but­ 
tons of a like character finish the polo­ 
naise on corsage and sleeves. 
An evening costume of pale blue Batin 
and crepe is made with a deep, square 
court train, with draperies ef brocade lined 
with satin and turned back at intervals 
over the train from the waist to the hem ; 
each revers is held in place by tassels of 
pale blue cut jets depending from the pas­ 
sementerie ornaments sprinkled with the 
same fine jets ; the bottom of the train is 
garnished with plaitings of pale blue crepe 
strewn with jets, above which is a deep, 
irregularly plaited fall of brocade, garnished 
With irregular tassels made of Milan balls ; 
the front is draped low and held with 
ornaments similar to those on the back, the 
same style of ornament finishing the prin­ 
cess corsage at the back ; elbow sleeves of 
crepe acd brocade, corsage square and tilled 
with folds of crepe. 
Two pretty jackets and caps for misses 
were made from original designs. The 
jackets are cut somewhat in the English 
coat style, but trimmed across the front 
with flat silver braid, after the manner of 
the Italian hussar jackets. The buttons 
represent cocoons made of solid silver set 
in silver frogs or brandeburgs. The caps 
are of blue velvet, matching the jackets. 
A deep band encircles the head. The crown 
is carried to a point, which is laid over the 
band at the left side, and held in place by 
a black and white aigrette, from which two 
small paradise plumes wave over the 
crown. Round silver cord is laid in 
several rows around the brim and 
joined under the aigrette. The dress to 
be worn with this costume is also of blue 
velvet, the skirt plain and short ; the polo­ 
naise is cut princess and simply draped at 
the sides, the only garniture being a band 
of passementerie, hand-sewed in line cut 
deep blue jets of prismatic hue. 
A skating costume is made of cachemire 
of rich Persian hues, the only trimming 
being a bordering of silver fox put inside 
the bottom of the plain skirt and English 
cut coat, to produce the effect of an entire 
fur lining ; the turban is of the Persian 
stuff, with a broad band of fur; fur- 
trimmed gloves and Persian muffler ac­ 
companying the costume. 
The pet­ 
ticoats are of Boft flannel striped 
in 
gray 
and 
pmk, with 
narrow 
bias ruffles of the flanuel sewed inside the 
skirt instead of outside, as formerly; 
the boots have a broad, Hat heel, and 
are bordered with fur to correspond with 
the rest of the costume. 
Heavy ulsters are the coat of the prom­ 
enade, the newest being cut and sewed 
across the hips, after the manner of a coach­ 
man’s livery coat.

MATCHING A PATTERN. 
One of the fascinating young men in an 
up-town dry goods store is in trouble. It 
is the custom of the establishment from 
which he has just been dismissed to dis­ 
charge a man who fails to sell to one of 
three successive customers. “ Swapping” 
is the expressive technical term by which 
this failure is known to the dry-goods busi­ 
ness. The rule is not universal, but it is 
by 110 means exceptional in dry goods 
stores. However unjust it may be, is has 
a wonderfully stimulating effect on the ele­ 
gant young men amenable to it, and 
wbeu they cannot sell goods it is 
a safe inference that the customer is 
either superraturally obdurate, impe­ 
cunious, or miserly. The young man re­ 
ferred to had “ first call ” one Friday morn­ 
ing ; that is, the first customer who en­ 
tered the store was, by the rule of rotation, 
his exclusive victim. Next morning this 
privilege would fall to the lot of some 
other clerk, and so on to the end of the 
list. The first customer “ swapped ” him, 
and then went out without investing a cent. 
The second was in an equally unpropitious 
state of mind, and retired without making 
a purchase. On the decision of the third 
hung his fate. His ample cheek blanched 
as she darkened the doorway, for a more 
unlikely purchaser could with difficulty 
have been found. All old striped shawl was 
thrown carelessly over her shoulders, and 
partially concealed a roll of calico, which 
the palpitory heart of the clerk instinctive­ 
ly felt that she came to hare matched. 
Now, if there is anything in the dry goods 
business more harrowing than another, it 
is to match goods. The exact shade and 
texture has to be found, and last but not 
least, the price must correspond. 
A feel­ 
ing of sickening despair permeated the 
heaving breast of the unfortunate clerk as 
he asked, “ Well, ma’am?” She laid down 
five yards and a half of calico of an eccen­ 
tric pattern, and intimated that the success 
of a great dressmaking enterprise hinged 
on he- fortune in finding another yard and 
a half of the same material.

The last calico was unrolled, and he was 
about to drop his hat and gracefully step 
down and out, when a happy thought 
struck him. “ Excuse me, madam,” said 
he, “ there’s one piece I overlooked. Let

him, and he was promptly dismissed. Un­ 
til the old lady succeeds in getting a war­ 
rant for hi* arrest, his name is charitably 
suppressed.—[London Truth.

I A VOICE FROM 8HASTA COUNTY TO 
THE HOMELESS. 
E ds. R ecord-U nion : I desire to write 
for the Sacramento D ailt R ecord-U nion 
a brief article on a subject dear to many a 
heart, and one on which many similar ar­ 
ticles have been written, many of which, I 
fear, were for deceptive purposes—articles 
carefully prepared to delude the home-hunter 
to settle in sections uninviting, aud where a 
comfortable living could not be made in the 
pursuit of agriculture and stock-raising. I 
know that there are on this coast thousands 
of poor families languishing in the ashes of 
poverty who would willingly emigrate to any 
portion of the Pacific slope if they were 
satisfied that they could find land to claim 
as homestead or pre-empL, on which by in­ 
dustry they could make a comfortable living. 
It is to this class I speak. I am familiar 
with the Pacific coast for a distance of 900 
miles—with Nevada and northern California. 
There is plenty of land to homestead, pre­ 
empt and to purchase in Tehama, Shasta, 
Trinity, Humboldt and Siskiyou counties. 
In my opinion the chances for a good living 
are better in Shasta and Tehama counties 
than it is in any of the other enumerated 
counties, because the marketing facilities are 
better. The soil in this county (Shasta) is of 
two kinds—slate and granite alluvia. The 
slate deposit, of course, embraces what was 
once a great basin or northern extremity of 
San Francisco bay. Its width is from the 
foothills of the Yallo Bolla range to the foot­ 
hills of the Lassen Butte range—a distance 
of about 45 miles. The granite and gravel 
range lies in the northern extremity of the 
county, more in the shape of table and basin 
land. On the slate range the soil in places is 
dark, aud in other places red. On the 
granite range the soil generally is deep, hav­ 
ing a great deal of clay mixed through it. 
The country is generally well watered, having 
about 10U miles of permanent irrigating 
ditches. The country is adapted to agricult­ 
ure and stock-raising; and as to fruit, I look 
upon Shasta county as being one of the best 
natural fruit-growing counties in the State. 
In fact, I have eaten peaches, apples and 
blackberries grown in this county that had as 
fine a Havor as any fruit I ever ate in my 
life. The section needs a little life infused 
into it to make it one of the most desirable 
locations in the State. The railroad coin- 
Erny owns a portion of the vacant 
nd in Shasta county, but I was 
told by the general real estate agent 
of that company that the land would 
be graded at very low figures. Of course it 
will be to their iuterest to grade the laud low, 
in order to induce settlers to move in and im­ 
prove the land. Outside of the railroad 
claims there is plenty of Government land to 
be taken up. There are other portions of 
the State that will outyield this section in 
hay, grain and vegetables, but the yield here 
is very good—good enough to enable a man 
with a reasonable amount of industry to 
make a living for himself and family. Stock 
of; all kind commands a very good price, and 
compares well with the most favorable por­ 
tions of the State. The water, as a rule, is 
remarkably pure, and, as a whole, it is one of 
the healthiest localities in the State. The 
mountains and foothills are well timbered 
with oak, pine, cedar, etc. There is plenty 
of lumber, ranging from $15 to $20 per 
thousand. 
In conclusion permit me to add, if you 
want a home, and are poor, and what I have 
stated will suit you, come on, but come pre­ 
pared to put up with a few inconveniences, 
and to labor and live economical, and in a few 
years by prudence and industry you will rear 
for yourself a home that will ultimately give 
you comfort and pleasure.J. P. W . D a v i s .

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EDUCATIONAL. 
The University of Beilin has 3,COS ma­ 
triculated students. 
Iowa State LTnivcrsity has 516 students. 
The State Normal School has 18S. 
There is in Indiana a school revenue of 
$907,279 S3 ready for apportionment. 
In some of the counties in Colorado the 
pupils in the public schools are obliged to 
go from two to six miles to school. 
The public school for colored children in 
Dubuque, la., was discontinued in 1877, 
and colored pupils are now admitted to the 
other schools. 
There is just now much discussion over 
the teaching of German in the public 
schools ot Cleveland, divers citizens being 
disposed to imitate the example of Chicago 
and discard the study. 
The teachers in the primary departments 
of the nine Leadville schools receive S00 
per month, and those in the intermediate 
departments get $70. The schools are ex­ 
cellent in work and spirit. 
It is stated that since 1S70 Mississippi 
has spent upon Alcorn University and the 
two colored normal schools the sum of 
$290,700. This is exclusive of the expendi­ 
tures foi the colored public schools. 
In Michigan University 219 students are 
taking Greek. Among the English studies 
history is very popular ; it is taken by 471 
students, while only 192 have taken math­ 
ematics during the second semester. 
A committee of Wisconsin teachers 
recommend that no State certificates be 
granted to any person except upon exam­ 
ination, and then not until after he has 
successfully taught for at least five yearp. 
The Massachusetts State Board of Edu­ 
cation has lately been investigating the 
matter of District Superintendency, and all 
the answers to inquiries addressed to other 
States have shown the satisfactory result 
of such supervision. 
The Indiana teachers propose to organize 
a mutual benefit association, as there is 
“ no preparation by the State or otherwise 
for the support of superannuated teachers 
or those who have been broken down by 
earnest aud faithful work in the •school­ 
room.” 
Superintendent Stone of Springfield, 
Mass., has obtained good results from writ­ 
ten testa demanded on the spur of the mo­ 
ment from public school pupils. It is an 
excellent way of judging of the penman­ 
ship and of the intellectual readiness and 
accuracy of the pupil. 
Tne reported school population of Kan­ 
sas is 311,310 : the enrollment in the pub­ 
lic schools during the past year was 208,­ 
409, and the total attendance was 123,990. 
There were 6,707 teachers employed. The 
school revenues amounted to S1.S78,563 02, 
and the expenditures to $1,590,794 30. 
ODe speaker at the rec-nt meeting of the 
Maine Teachers’ Association said wisely 
that the discipline of each pupil should 
be a matter of personal study by the 
teacher, and that the motives for violation 
of school Law should be ascertained, that 
justice as exact as possible might be ad­ 
ministered. 
Another speaker advocated 
the system of putting pupils on their honor 
for good behavior.

Judge Harris, of Carson, while splitting 
wood, caught his ax on a clothes-line, and 
the implement descending cut a severe gash 
in the back of his head.

E x p lo s io n o f a D ia m o n d .— At a recent 
meeting of the Academy of Natural Sciences 
of Philadelphia. Professor Leidy exhibited 
a black agate sleeve-button, which had set 
in it centrally, raised in a gold setting, a 
rose diamond, about 7 mm. broad. 
It had 
been submitted to him by Mr. Kretzlnar, a 
jewe)cr, who informed him that the person 
who wore it was recently leaning with his 
head npon his hand on a window ledge in 
the sun, when the diamond exploded 
audibly, and with sufficient force to drive 
a fragment into his band and auother into 
his forehead. 
On examining the diamoud, 
the fractured surface, following a ele.vage 
plane* exhibited apparoutly the remains of 
a thin cavity such as is sometimes to be 
seen in quartz crystals. 
The fracture also 
exposed a conspicuous particle of coal. 
Professor Leidy thought that the explosion 
had beca due to the sudden expansion of 
some volatile liquid contained in the cavity, 
as frequently occurs in cavities of many 
minerals. 
Mr. Goldsmith thought it possi­ 
ble that the liquid was carbonic acid, as he 
was impressed with the idea that diamonds 
originated from this material in the liquid 
condition.
